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it v^as there, it feem*d as it it boird^ which was occafi- 
oa'd by the Air Bubbles that endeavoured to force their 
way out 3 affooa* as the Aqna fortk had penetrated it to the 
fenfible part of the Skin, it caufeda Pain, which I endured 
a lictle while, and then I poured fome common Water on 
my Finger to weaken th^ Aqm fortk *^ but quickly after 
the Thorn-like Particle was encreas'd, as before. I took 
the Iccond time Aqnafrnk^ and let it lye fo long on the 
Skin, that it fmarted more than it did before 5 and fince 
that time I have not perceived that Particle to grow any 
more. 

I have lying on my Desk a Linnen Handkerchief, which 
was ftain'd wirh Aquafortis impregnated with Silver, with 
a black fpot about as large as a (hilling 5 after that this 
Handkerchief had been waflit 6 times, and laid to bleach, 
I cut out the black fpot, and burnt it upon a bit of Char* 
coal, and viewed what remained thro a Microfcope, which 
I found to confift of feveral Thoufand Globules of Silver, 
of an exceeding fmallnefs. 



IIL A Letter from T>r W. Mufgrave, R %S. ts 
Dr Hans Sloane, 5. ^ S* conarmng Hydatides 
yotded hy Stool. 

Ho the Particulars, difcharg'd preternaturally -by 
Stool, have been of very different forts 5 and tho 
Bydatides have been found in feveral parts of the Body, 
and (as appears from a late Tranfadion}^ in the Urine 5 £ 
do not find they are, from any good Authority, affirm'd, 
£0 come off per anum^ or to be found in the Dh^us all'* 
.mentaris : An Inftance whereof, falling of late in my way, 
is here prefented to you. 
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In i|ri7 laft, I was defired, together with my Friend, 
Dr C of Tiverton, to fee a Woman of that Town, named 
Mrs Pear. She is about 50, of a tender Conftitution ; 
had an ill habit of Body, and about Candknias laft a Fe- 
ver 5 which continuing near three weeks, was at length 
■overcome by Teftaceous Powders, Alexipharpmcs ^ but 
cbiefly by the Ortex. 

In this Fever (he had fowr Vomitings, and a pain in 
her Stomach ^ which remain d a long time, and, after the 
Fever, was accompanyed with a copious Salivation j with 
Wind, and pains in her iide, to a degree extraordinary j 
under all which (lie laboured to the time of my feeing her. 
About three weeks before my Vifit, ftie was fei^^'d witli 
a Jaundice, and while taking Medicines ( Pilulas & De- 
^o&um Merknm FuUeri ) for that. Illnefs, (he brought off 
feveral Bladders^ hy Stml:^ and continued (b to do, fome- 
dmes every day, at other times once in two or three days, 
tver (ince the firft difcharge of^this Jcind, ro the time of 
my Vi(ir. 

Thefe Bladders were of various (jEes ^ the leaft that 
came off, was of the bignefs of a great Pins head ^ the 
largtft, equal to a Pullets Egg: They were alfo of differ* 
ing Colours 5 Tome white, others more yellow, from' the 
Uqoor contained in them, which was a fort of Gelly, 
like that of Harts horn, ting'd more or lefs with SafFion. 

Before the Difcharge of thefe Bladders^ there was (be- 
tides the Symptoms already mentioned) a Coldnefs, and 
Sicknefs at Stomach, almoft perpetual ; with frequent In- 
clinations to Vomit, and Hyfteric Suffocations i Since that 
Difcharge tkefe Symptoms are vaniiht, and fucceeded by a 
Sorenefs of the fame part, as if fomething had been torn 
there. 

The Bhdders came of! without pain 5 many of them 

whole and entire ; one of which I faw about the bignefs 

of a large Gall, or Marble Stone : Others were broken, 

and appeared not unlike the empty Skins of Corrants, 

<5oofeberries and Plums. On* 
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Only one B/^^ie^ came away by Vomiting, and that 
broken 5 bat, to all appearance, bad been large almoft as 
a Goo(e Egg. The Geily thrown up with this Bladder^ 
and which in all hkelyhood had been contained in it, (be* 
fore it broke in coming up) was thicker, and more foetid, 
than was found in-any of the other Bladders. 

The number of thofe which came off by Stool, made 
feveral fcores. 

During the whole courfeof this Illnefs, the Patient was 
rather loofe than Coftive^ had no manner of Appetite, 
and feldom (lept without an Opiat. 

1 found her much wafted in Flefh, with a dead pale 
Look 5, fuch as argued her to be very low. She had Stools 
of an unufual Smell, no way natural, and had vomited a 
great deal of cold Phlegm. 

She was very willing to think thefe Bladders C2imo from 
her Stomach, and urg'd the following Reafons for her 
opinion ; Firft, for that, had they been originally in the 
Bowels, in all likelyhood the Purges ( of which ihe took 
many in the Jaundice') would, as (he faid, have carried 
them off much fooner. Secondly, From the (almoft) con- 
'ftant pain of her Stomach, and frequent inolination to Vot 
niit, ever fince her Fever, to tl^ time oi the Bladda-s be- 
ing Difcharged. Thirdly, From the Rawnefs and Sore- 
iiefs of her Stomach, after the Bladders came off* 

This was her opinion, and thefe her Reafons for it ^ 
and indeed, I think^ th^y may be efteem'd fo-far of force, 
as to prove, That fi>me, and perhaps a great number of 
thefc Bladders came from her Stomach. 

There was no appearance,in any one one of thcfh Blad- 
ders^ of fuch an Order of Parts, or Organs, asfbew'd 
them to be Infers 5 nor upon Examination was there any 
Animal difcern'd in the Liquor contain d in them. Indeed, 
thefe Obfervations were made only by the naked Eye,, (fc^ 
we had not the opportunity of aMicr0(cope:)WhatDifG0^ 
veries might have been made by a more ftrid Enquiry, I 
cannot fay. The 
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The Medicines given, after I was caird ifl, were chiefly 
of the Fuherarj and Digefiim kinds : Tliat which did her 
inoft fervice, (hot it was after the Bladders were come off) 
was a Tznchire of M)rrk and Gentian^ in large and frequent 
Dofesj and witii a proper Vehicle : Under theufe of this 
flight, bat advantageous Medicine, from a very weak 
jcooditipOj Ihe recovered an Appetite, d^r. and is now 
perfectly welL

With this you receive the delineation of a Worm, 
found in difleding the Head of a Sheep, in the 
Cells form'd between the Lamms of the Os frontis: It \$ 
an Apede^ and feems to be a fpccies of the EuU 5 tho 
much different from the common fort breeding in putrid 
Flefh. It is every where of a fair pale colour, excepting m 
Tail, which ends a little obliquely in a Plane 5 on which 
are imprefs'd two remarkable black fpots, ( as in Fig. 8. ) 
Befides two fmall white cornimU^ its Head is arm'd with 
a pair of black, iharp, and crooked forcipes^ which, in 
contrading, and extending its Body, it draws in, and 
puts out at pleafure : With thefe it is, that in creeping it 
takes hold of the furface of the Body, on which it moves 5 
and draws it felfiorward on pretty large, protuberant, 
and fomewhat flattifti #^r»/^, fewer in number than thofe 
on its Back, ( vide Fig. 9. ) which alternately fwelFd and 
relaxed, fcem inftrumental to its motion, and fupply the
